Claims 12, 14-15, 18, 21, and 24-35 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the following features. 

A method of building Enterprise Java Bean (EJB) objects comprising executing a object- 
oriented query on an application server that returns data objects responsive to the query; (i) 
adding each object returned by the server to a Java Vector object, converting the Java Vector 
object to a Java Enumeration; and (ii) narrowing the Java Enumeration to the EJB objects having 
attributes that that meet the conditions of the query; as recited in claims 1, 27, and 3 1 . 

Codella, "Support for Enterprise JavaBeans in Component Broker", discloses a server 
framework capable of building EJB interfaces and associated Javabeans container/methods in 
order to implement Corba transactions, the framework establishing a context-related container 
object with capabilities to narrow the instantiated objects and methods according to a particular 
session or context. Whereas the reuse objects created by Codella are dynamic instances adapted 
to the nature of the session, the transactions, the transmission protocol, or the fixed attributes of 
database (or persisted) objects, Codella does not create EJB objects with attributes that meet 
conditions of a object-oriented query as purported for the narrowing as in (ii) - such EJB objects 
are being developed with a set of attributes which would allow the server to meet a query 
specifics. Nor does Codella teach returning queried objects into a Java Vector and converting 
the Vector into a Java Enumeration as of (i).
